S acramento, Wednesday, January 7, 1880. 
The Seuate met purgli&nt to adjournm ent, Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Juhnson in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The Likitknant-Govkrnor— I will Inquire of the 
Senate w hether they desire to go through the regu­ 
lar order of business under the rules ? 
Mr. E nos—I move th at we suspend the regular 
order of business. 
The L ie u te n a n t-G o v e r n o r - If there be no objec­ 
tion the rules will he considered suspended. The 
Secretary will read the Journal of yesterday. 
Journal of yesterday reaJ and approved. 


AN RXCUSS. 
Mr. J o iin s t o n — I desire to inform the Senate that 
it will he impossible for me to attend to the duties 
assigned me yesterday on the Committee of Arrange­ 
m ents for the inauguration, and ask to be excused 
from service on that committee. 
The L i e u t e n a n t G o v e r n o r — W hat is the pleasure 
of the Senate ? 
Mr. D ic k in s o n — I would state th at the committee 
has had no meeting, as the Assembly has not yet ap­ 
pointed its share of the connn.ttee. I would ask the 
gentlem an, as he resides here, to remain on the 
committee. 
Mr. J o h n s t o n — I understand th at arrangem ents 
are being made to have ihe inauguration to-morrow, 
and it will be impossible for me to attend to the du­ 
ties at that time. 
The L ie u t e n a n t -G o v e r n o r — Will the Senate ex­ 
cuse the Senator from serving ? 
The question was put and the Senate refused to 
excuse Senator Johnston, on a division, bv a very 
decided negative vote. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 
Mr. J o iin s t o n — I move to take from the table the 
resolutions ar pointing a Watchman for the gallery, a 
N ight W atchman and a Mail Carrier. 
The Liectenant-Govbrnor—If there he no objec­ 
tion these resolutions will be taken up and acted 
upon in the order in which they were intro­ 
duced. 
The Secretary read the following resolution offered 
by Mr. Cheney: 
Resolved, That P. A. Bell he and he hereby is ap­ 
pointed W atchman, to have charge of the gallery, at 
a per diem of four dollars, payable out of the appro 
priation for the contingent expenses of the Senate. 
Adopted. 
The Secretan- read the following resolution offered 
by Mr. Brown : 
Resolved, That the Sergeant-at-Arms he empow­ 
ered to appoint two Gatekeejiers, one for each side 
of the Senate Chamber, at a per diem hereafter to 
be fixed by the Senate.

The Secretary read the following resolution offered 
by Mr. Cheney : 
Resolved, T hat J. W. Johnston be and hereby is 
appointed Mail Carri* r of the Senate, at a per diem 
to he hereafter fixed, payable out of the appropria­ 
tion for the contingent expenses of the Senate. 
Mr. J o h n s o n—I move to amend th at bv making it 
three dollars a day. 
The am endm ent was carried, and the resolution 
as amended adopted. 
The Secretary read the following resolution offered 
by Mr. D ickinson: 
Resolved, That B. Cavanaugh be and he hereby is 
appointed Night W atchman, a* a per diem to be 
hereafter fixed, payable out of the appropriation for 
the contingent expenses of the Senate. 
Mr. J o h n s o n — I move to amend by inserting a |»ei 
diem of four dollars, the same as the Watchman in 
the gallery. 
The am endm ent was carried, and the resolution as 
amended was adopted. 


NEW RESOLUTIONS. 
By Mr. Esos—Resolved, That the Secretar}- be 
empowered to order such printing as may he neces­ 
sary tor the business of the Seuate. 
Adopted. 
By Mr. Enos—Resolved, That the President be 
and he is hereby authorized to appoint a Page, 
whose duty it shall be to attend upon the desk of 
the President, such Page to De paid the sum o three 
d liars per diem, payable out of ihe appropriation 
for the contingent expenses of the Senate. 
Adopted. 
NO í KWSPAPKRS. 
Mr. P a r d e s ailed up the following resolution of­ 
fered by him veste day : 
Resolved, That the iergea t at-Arms be dircctel 
to furnish eaeh member of the Senate with fi e 
daily papers published in the State, or tlntfr quiva­ 
len t in weeklies. 
Mr. S a t t e r w iiit k — Th s S nate, Mr. President, 
cannot adopt such a resolution as ihat. 
Heretofore 
it has been the custom of each house to adopt a 
resolution of th at kind, f r |x>stage stamps, news­ 
papers, etc. 
The Constitution th at we are now 
working • nde? puts an end to th at little business. 
It provides th at th 
members of 
he Legislature 
shall receive a per diem of not exceeding eight 
dollar.-*, ten cents a mile, and twenty-five dol­ 
lars for contingent exj»en es. 
I t is very evi ent 
th at the twenty-five dolla s for contin ent ex­ 
penses covers this subject, and that it was n- 
tended th at the members should pay their p stage 
stamps, and pay for their newspapers ou t of the 
twenty five dollars; so I, as one member of this 
body, would prefer to draw the twenty-five dollars ! 
on the Controller’s w arrant, and pay for my own 
postage stam ps and newspapers, and like a great 
m any others wi 1 say of a great many measures that 
will come before this body this winter—“ this reso­ 
lution, in my humble judgm ent, is unconstitu­ 
tional.'’ 
The resolution was lost. 
By Mr. K ask Resolved, That the stitionery, 
stam ps and newspapers which the Senate m ay re­ 
ceive shall he charged to them , the Senators, and 
th at the same shall not exceed the sum of twenty- 
live dollars. 
Mr. Sattrrwuit 
I am opposed to th at resolu­ 
tion. 
We can bring ill an am endm ent to the Polit­ 
ic *1 Code here, allowing esch member twenty-five 
dollars for contingent expenses in accordance*with 
the provisions of the Constitution. 
Now when that 
bill is passed 'and the Political Code amended ac­ 
cordingly, we can draw our w arrant and go to any 
stationery store and buy what we want. 
This will 
save trouble to the Sergeant-at-Arms ami to the 
members, and 1 think we ought to adopt th at 
course. 
Mr. Kanr—I accept the amendment. 
Mr. J ohnson—I think the best way to settle this 
m atter is tt> let the whole subject m atter lay over 
a little, and be referred to the Committee on Con­ 
tingent Expanses, when appointed. 
Then we can 
see w hether we can have these papers or not. As far 
as I am individually concerned, I am exceedingly 
anxious to have newspapers, uml I believe that the 
State of California is richer and better able to pay 
for them than I am. 
Therefore 1 shall at the proper 
tim e vote for such a resolution. 
I move th at this 
whole m atter of furnishing stationery, postage 
stam ps and newspapers he referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Contingent Expenses, when appointed. 
Mr. Kanr—i am willing to allow it to lay on the 
table temporarily. 
So ordered. 
TAPER-FOLDERS. 
By Mr. Enos—Resolved, That Auguste Rose be 
and he is hereby appointed pa|>er-folder of the Sen­ 
ate, at a per diem of th rte dollars, payable out of 
the contingent expenses of the Senate. 
Mr. E nos—The young m an named in th at resolu­ 
tion is the main support of a poor old blind father, 
and I hope that the Senate will appoint him m per- 
folder. 
Mr. S a t t k r w iiit k — I do not think we can appoint 
a paper-folder by resolution, because the Political 
Code provides th at the Postm aster shall also be 
paper-folder. 
Mr. Bakkr—And it further provides th at he shall 
perform th at service without additional compensa­ 
tion. 
I move it he indefinitely ¡Kistponed. 
The motion prevailed. 
By Mr. E sos—Resolved, That the Secretar}' of 
State he and is hereby requested to place upon* the 
desk ot each Senator a copy of the old and new Con­ 
stitutions. 
Mr. S a t t e r w iiit k —The State Librarian informs 
me th at he lias one hundred and fifty copies of the 
new Constitution on hand, and can accommodate 
members if they will call, and the old Constitution, 
I believe, is printed in the Statutes and in the Codes, 
ami can be got at, so it is unnecessary to print any­ 
more copies of the new Constitution, aa the State 
Librarian has them. 
Mr. Enos—I withdraw the resolution. 


JOINT c o n v e n t io n . 
Mr. D ic k in so n —I move th at a message be sent to 
the House, asking them w hether they will be ready 
to meet in Joint C onventional 12 o’clock» in ac 
cordance with the joint resolution adopted yester­ 
day. 
After a brief interval, the Lieutenant-Governor 
stated th at the Secretary of the Senate had ap­ 
peared at the bar of the Assembly and stated the 
substance of the above motion, and returned with 
the rejK>rt th at the House would be ready to receive 
the Senate at 12 o’clock. 
Mr. Sattbrwhite—I do not know what the ar­ 
rangements are, hut I suppose the intention is to 
m eet in joint convention, so that the Governor and 
Lieutenant-G »vernor may take the oath of office 
The inauguration ceremonies are not prepared, so 
far as I am informed. 
The custom heretofore has 
been that the Governor and Lieutenant-Governor 
appeared before the joint convention and took the 
oath, and then we would adjourn out in front some­ 
where and hear the Governor’s inaugural, and the 
whole inaugural ceremonies take place immediately 
following the joint convention. 
Now, if we go into 
joint convention, and the Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor appear there, I supi>ose we will separate 
the ceremonies from those that arc to take place 
afterwards. 
1 do not. know why we should not wait 
until we are ready to go through the whole inaugu­ 
ral ceremony. 
The L ie u t e n a n t G o v e r n o r — The Chair will state 
th at the two houses ]tassed a resolution on yester­ 
day deciding th at they would meet in joint conven­ 
tion to-day to count the votes. 
Mr. Dickinson—I will state farther that the Con­ 
stitution requires th at the votes for these two offices 
be canvassed in the presence of the two houses. 
Mr. J o h n s o n — 1 understand th at all th at is re­ 
quired under the Constitution is to m eet in joint 
convention and have the returns opened by the 
Speaker and the result declared, and then declare who 
has been elected Governor and Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor. The inaugural ceremonies can then take 
place whenever the committee have perfected the 
arrangement. 
LIErTENANT-00VRRNOR LOST. 
The L ie u t e n a n t G o v e r n o r — The Chair will state 
th at we can m eet in joint convention, the Speaker 
can open and count the vote, and announce the re­ 
sult, and adm inister the oath to the Governor and 
Lieutenant G o\em fir-elect. They can be inaugur­ 
ated or inducted into their offices at any other time. 
It will not make anydiffere. ce whether the inaugur­ 
ation ceremonies take place to-day or any other 
time. 
It has been the custom, as Senator Satter- 
white says, alter the Governor has taken the oath of 
office, to adjourn the joint convention sine die, and 
move in a body out to the pfatfornj. 
Of course, 
alter we hare canvassed the votes, and the oath has 
been adm inistered to d ay , vre neetLnot adjourn the 


joint conventions sine die unless we choose ; we can 
a. journ until to-morrow, and meet again ill joint 
convention on to-morrow, and then move out 
to the 
platform in a body. 
Of course we 
can return to this body to-day and inaugurate the 
Lieutenant-Governor immediately after the adjourn­ 
m ent of the Joint Convention, o r we can let him 
wait, and inaugurate him after the Governor has 
been inaugurated, as is usual. 
I recoileet two years 
ago the Lieutenant-Governor was inaugurated some 
time after the Governor, for the reason th at the 
Senate had adjourned over when it went in to meet 
in Joint Convention, and the Joint Convention ad 
journed sine die. 
The result was that nobody paid 
any attention to the Lieutenant Governor, ami he 
got lost, and was found 
few days afterwards wan­ 
dering about a tunnel somewhere under the Capitol 
building, and was picked up and inaugurated by ac­ 
cident. 
1 believe the President pro tem. elect, Mr. 
T uttle or Mr. Lewis—I have forgotten now which— 
took a notion th at there was some work to be done 
that ought to be done by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
and went out and searched about, and found him 
somewhere down under the Capitol, and brought 
him up to the choir. 
I hoj»e we will keep this busi­ 
ness in such order this time th at the Lieutenant- 
Governor elect will he inaugurated in a m anner be­ 
coming th at high office. 
Mr. Sattkrwiiitk—There is one thing the Chair 
has forgotten to state, and that is, th at when we 
found him, unlike the present speaker, he stated 
th at he had left his w ritten fpcech down to the ho­ 
tel, and he proceeded to make an off-hand speech 
in place of it.

formed by one member th at it is £8 a day, and h^ 
another th at it is £12 a day. 
We put it at £8, and 
the Seuate can do as it sees fit. 
We also find that 
the law only provides for the assistance of the of- 
6 c.r* named there. 
There have been other officers 
appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor who served 
one day, and we concluded to leave it to the sense 
of the Senate w hether we should pay them or not. 
Mr. J ohnston—I understand th at the per diem of 
the Lieutenant-Governor has not been fixed. 
The 
Constitution provides that the per diem of the L'eu- 
tenant-Govem or shall he the same as the Speaker, 
and that has not been fixed. 
Mr. Dickinson—As I understand the pay of Sena­ 
tors shall not exceed the sum of eight dollars ¡»er 
day, and the presiding officer shall receive the same 
per diem as other Senators. 
Mr Sattkrwiiitk—The Constitution we are nowact- 
ing under provides th at the pay of members of the Leg­ 
islature shall not exceed eight dollars a day. My con­ 
struction of the Constitution is, that the Speaker of 
the Assembly is a member of the Legislature and 
he cannot receive more than eight dollars a day. 
There is no so cia l provision, th at I have seen, where 
the per diem of the Speaker shall be fixed. 
A sa 
member of the Legislature he cannot receive a sum 
exceeding eight dollars. 
Now the Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor’s pay being th e same as the Speaker of the As­ 
sembly, it cannot exceed eight dollars a day. 
If the 
Senator from Sacramento, Mr. Johnston, will 0biut 
out any provision in the Constitutien where it pro­ 
vides th at the Speaker shall receive a per diem fixed 
by law, I would like to eee it. 
It has escaped my 
memory. 
T H E PR E SID E N T ’# PAY. 
Mr. Moreland—Section 267 of the Political Code 
fixes the am ount of pay of the Speaker. 
The Presi­ 
dent pro tem . of the Senate, and the Speaker and 
Speaker pro tem . of the Assembly, each receive 
twelve dollars per day daring the session of the Leg­ 
islature. This is already fixed bylaw . 
Under the 
Constitution I think the Speaker and Lieutenant- 
Governor would be entitled to twelve dollars j>er 
day at the present time. 
Section 19 of Article V. 
says that the “ Lieutenant-Governor shall receive 
the same per diem as may he provided by law for 
the Speaker of tbe Assembly, to be allowed oulv 
during the session of the Legislature.” 
Mr. Sattkrwiiitb—I think th at is so. 
Mr. Chase —Section 23 of article 4 is very plain 
and conclusive : “ Members of the Legislature shall 
receive for tfyeir services a per aieni and mileage to 
be fixed by law, and paid out of the public treas­ 
ury ; such per diem shall not exceed eight dollars, 
and such mileage shall not exceed ten cents per 
mile, and for contingent expenses not exceeding 
tw enty five dollars for each session.” The Speaker 
of the Assembly, being a member of the Legisla­ 
ture, canuot receive more than eight dollars a day. 
If *hat is not expressed in this language, then it 
¡¿eems to me th at m eaning could not be conveyed in 
the English language. 
Mr. Enos—The gentleman from Sonoma has cited 
the law as it formerly stood. 
As 1 understand the 
reading of th at law, it is in conflict with the Consti­ 
tution, and therefore is not in force; and Bection 23 
of article 4 must he the section to govern us in this 
m atter. 
Mr. J ohnson—With due deference to the Senator 
fr«*m San Francisco, I would call his attention to 
another section of this 


m o st s in g u l a r in s t r u m e n t 
That we are trying to interpret, and which will 
puzzle us all, and m ake us all sick before we get 
through with it. 
Section 1 of Article XXII. reads 
as follows: “ That all laws in force at the adoption 
of this Constitution, not inconsistent therew ith, shall 
remain in full force and effect until altered or re­ 
po led by the Legislature ; and all rights, actions, 
prosecutions, eiaims and coutracts of the State, 
counties, individuals, or bodies corporate, not incon­ 
sistent therew ith, shall continue as valid as if this 
C onstitution had not been adopted. 
The provisions 
of all laws which are inconsistent with this Consti­ 
tution shall cease upon the adoption thereof, except 
th at all laws which are inconsistent 
with such 
provisions 
of this 
Constitution 
as require 
legislation 
to 
enforce 
them , shall 
remain 
in 
full 
force until 
the 
first 
day 
of 
July, 1880, unless sooner altered or repealed by the 
Legislature.” Now it would he a question w hether 
it does not require some legislation to change this, 
and I am of the opinion th at the Senator from So­ 
noma is correct, and that under the am endm ent 
adopted at the last Legislature to section 267 of the 
Political Code, the President is entitled to £12 per 
day. 
As to the proposition made by the gentleman 
from Santa Barbara, Mr. Chase, th at if section 23 of 
article 4 does n«»t mean certain things then the En­ 
glish language is not capable of meaning anything, 
I have this to say :*that it is only another illustra­ 
tion of how tho 


EN G LISH LANGUAGE IS DISTORTED 
In this document, when this section * meets so many 
constructions at the hands of so many able gentle­ 
men as we have upon this floor. 
1 am in favor of 
paying the £12 a day. 
1 believe we have the right 
to pay it, and th a t it is our duty to pay it. 
I move 
th at this report he recommitted, with instructions 
to provide for the pay of the tem porary officers a j>- 
pointed by Lieutenant-Governor Johnson.

A L ITTLE B R E E Z E . 
Mr. Enos— I heartily indorse the payment of the 
tem porary officers th a t have been called here to dis­ 
charge their duties. 
But while I indorse the full 
payment of these officers, I heartily condemn the as­ 
sault th at has been made opon this new Constitution. 
It is the organic law of the btate, and as such should 
be treated with th at resj>ect apd courtesy in c, Senate 
convenecPunder it th at it requires. 
We are acting 
under it, it is in full operation, and we are bound 
by i t ; and as the Speaker lias been limited to £S a 
day under it, and the members of the Senate, we 
have no right to violate it. 
I oppo-e the motion 
upon th at ground. 
At the same tim e 1 am iu favor

Resolved, by the Assembly, the Senate con­ 
curring, That we have every confidence in the 
capacity and integrity of the Hon. John F. Swift, 
and believe him to he ]>tctiliarly well qualified to fill 
the position of Minibter to China to the entire 
satisfaction of the ireoplc of the United Statis. 
Resolved, T hat we earnestly recommend the ap­ 
pointm ent by the President and confirmation by 
the Senate of the Hon. John F. Swift, of San 
Francisco, California, as M inister to China. 
Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
transm itted by telegraph to our Senators and 
Represe lit at i vea in Congress by the Secretary of 
State. 
Mr Tyler—I offer this, and suppose th at it is 
vrell known to all the members on this floor that we 
cannot expect any one but a member of the Repub­ 
lican party to be appointed to the position. 
It has 
been stated by several that if the Legislature of 
California take action in that behalf w;e can very 
probably secure the appointm ent of a person from 
this co ast; otherwise a person from the other side 
may he appoint^ffi^ I believe we all know Mr. 
Swift. 
We know mm a# a man of culture, educa­ 
tion and of abundant means, a man who would do 
honor to the position. 
I hoj>e the House will pass 
the resolution unanimously. 
Mr. Braunhart—Mr. Speaker, I hope the resolu­

POSTAL DEFECTS. 
We desire to call the attention of the 
Postinaster-General, and of the California 
delegation in Congress, to the fact that the 
postal service of this State is in some re­ 
spects inadequate. The proof of this is 
simple but complete. For some time the 
subscribers of the R ecord-Union in San 
Francisco, and on the California and Ore­ 
gon line beyond Marysville, have com­ 
plained that they did not receive their 
papers until many hours, and sometimes a 
whole day, after the usual time of delivery. 
Inquiry develops the fact that on the Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon road the postal clerks 
are so pressed for time that they cannot 
sort thp newspaper mail before reaching 
Marysville, and that they therefore take the 
papers which should be left at that point for 
Oroville on to Shasta, and bring them back 
the next day. 
As regards the San 
Francisco difficulty we are informed 
that “ the mail by which your paper 
“ arrives does not reach this office until 
“ 11:55 A. M., and comes now with the 
“ Great Overland Mail, all of which must 
“ be handled before passing to the carriers. 
“ This requires several hours labor, and 
“ was formerly done at night, but now we 
“ have to do it at the busy part of the 
“ day, rendering it impossible, with our 
“ force, to get the papers out earlier than 
“ 4 r. M.” It will be seen that in both 
these cases inadequacy of force is the 
reason assigned far the unsatisfactory de­ 
livery. In the case of a Government in­ 
stitution, however, such a plea is clearly 
not admissible. It is the duty of the Postal 
Department to sec to it that the force is 
everywhere and always sufficient to per­ 
form the work of the office as swiftly and 
well as possible. The Department is not 
excusable for keeping our issue four hours 
in the San Francisco office, or twenty-four 
hours between Sacramento and Oroville. 
It has no right to take our papers be­ 
yond the nearest station to their ad­ 
dress. 
If its force is insufficient to 
sort the mail fully cn route, the remedy 
lies in increasing the force. We are not 
to be answered with a confession of incom­ 
petency. The Postal Service ought to be 
thoroughly and efficiently performed. 
That is what the public maintain it far. 
That is what we are all taxed for. The 
delays of which we complain are highly in­ 
jurious to our business, moreover. They 
amount to a partial curtailment of our cir­ 
culation in many instances. We are not 
under any obligation to submit to sacritices 
of this kind because the Department is too 
parsimonious to supply a- sufficient force. 
W e therefore call upon the Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral to see to it that the service in this Styte 
is brought up to the requisite standard of 
efficiency, and it is evident that this can 
only be done by increasing the force,

A CONSTITUTIONAL SNAG. 
The Legislature has struck a snag in 
the new Constitution at the very outset of 
the session. The question is whether un­ 
der the new diepeusation it is necessary to 
reafl .every bill at length three times, and 
on three different days. There is room for 
difference of opinion, for the language of 
the Constitution is peculiar. Thus it says, 
“ Nor shall any bill become a law ouless 
“ the same be read on three several days 
“ in each house,” unless the house by a 
two-thirds vote dispenso with this provis­ 
ion. This would seem to indicate that 
bills should be read at length, but further 
on in the same section it is provided that 
“ on the final passage of all bills they shall 
“ be read at length,” thus justifying a 
doubt wW ther the difference of phrase 
may not indicate a difference of meaning. 
It is a very pretty cause of controversy as 
it stands, but if it is decided that the hills 
must all be read three times at length, an 
extra session will certainly be needed.

Governor Irwin has sent a final message 
to the Legislature, though lie seems to have 
been in some doubt as to whether he was 
called on to do so. Thinking, however, 
that the Legislature could hardly be in­ 
jured by an excess of advice, he has under­ 
taken to make the usual kind of sugges­ 
tions, and has perhaps somewhat merci­ 
lessly extended the expression of his 
views upon things in general. W hether 
the custom which has been followed in 
this State, and which results in the deliv­ 
ering of a double-headed message when­ 
ever a change of government occurs, is 
judicious, is, we think, open to question. 
Naturally the more weight must be at­ 
tached to the statements and recommenda­ 
tions of the incoming administration, and 
though the retiring Executive may be sup­ 
posed to understand many subjects more 
thoroughly than his successor, through of­ 
ficial familiarity with their details, there is 
aDt to be a feeling that he should refrain from 
all attempts to influence the Government he 
is about to vacate. The golden mean in 
the message of a retiring Governor there­ 
fore would seem to lie in the simplest 
presentation of such statistical facta as it 
may be necessary to call attention to, and 
the abstention from any recommendations 
suggestive of a desire to control future 
legislation. It cannot indeed be said of 
Governor Ir» in's message that it embraces 
any suggestions 'of an [offensive or ambi­ 
tious character. It is true that he has dis­ 
cussed the Chiuese question, the debris 
question, and the registration question, at 
considerable length, but on all these inter­ 
esting and important topics he has con­ 
trived to hold the balance of opinion with 
such scrupulous nicety tlvat it would lie 
quite impossible for anyone to assert con­ 
fidently what his convictions are. On 
the debris question he lias apparently en­ 
deavored to state the case with judicial 
impartiality, and what he says amounts to 
this : That if the miners are not restrained 
they will destroy the farming lauds, which 
would be lamentable ; that if the miners 
are restrained, they will be compelled 1 to 
stop mining, which would be unfortunate ; 
that if the farmers obtain relief through 
the Courts the result will be disastrous to 
the m iners; 
that if the farmers do 
not obtain relief through the Courts 
the 
result 
will 
be 
disastrous to 
themselves : that the situation generally 
is melancholy, and that there ought to he 
some remedy which will divest the debris 
of its injurious properties, or which will 
render the farming lands indestructiole. 
On the whole, the Governor’s review of 
the m atter does not tend to clarify it 
greatly. 
The same may be said of his remarks on 
the Chinese question. He thinks that it 
was a particularly«good thing to take a vote 
on that question, hut he does not antici­ 
pate any beneficial effects from it. He 
considers it most desirable that the opin­ 
ions of the people of California should 
have been ascertained on the subject, hut 
he is afraid that there is no hope of relief 
save from Congress, and not a great deal 
there. 
On the registration law he ob­ 
serves profoundly that while it is calcu­ 
lated to operate beneficially where every 
voter is known, (that is to say, where it 
is unnecessary), it may produce ill effects 
where the voters are not all known ; (that 
is to say, where alone such a law is spe­ 
cially needed). W e should have thought 
that the defects of the law were such as 
must be expected in any merely human 
machinery, but that its superiority to the 
methods it superseded was as obvious as 
tlie superiority of railroads to stage 
coaches. It is indeed difficult to perceive 
how. any practical legislation could be 
based upon any of these discussions, but it 
is possible that the Governor intended 
them merely as an adumbration of his 
somewhat immature ideas, and that he 
preferred obscurity to the suspicion of offi­ 
ciousness. For the rest, his message deals 
with purely practical and unexciting mat­ 
ters. 
He shows the condition of the 
State fiscal system, the necessity for 
appropriations, the causes of the increase of 
taxation, and so forth. He points with 
pride to the state of the various public in­ 
stitutions, and commends those who have 
had charge of them. In regard to the 
State Prison, however, we are constrained 
to say that there is no room forgratulation, 
for a more disgraceful institution never ex­ 
isted. Altogether this last message of Gov­ 
ernor Irwin is in the nature of a super­ 
fluity, and it cannot be said to be the best 
apology for its own existence. 
If the 
Governor had had anything to say the case 
would have been different; but be had re­ 
ally nothing to say, and unfortunately he 
has said it at inordinate and quite weari­ 
some length.

O’Bril-n Efttale — Exam foal Ion Re­

»San Francisco, January 7th.—The exam­ 
ination on the opposition of John H. Burke 
to the allowance oi the account filed by the 
executors of the O'Brien estate was resumed 
to-day. James G. Flood, an executor, was 
sworn and said : As ex ecu tor 1 advanced to 
.Mrs. Coleman and Mrs. McDonough, residu­ 
ary legatees, sums to buy real estate and 
stocks sold them, as shown in our account, 
and charged the amounts to their account as 
part payment on their interest as residuary 
legatees, and we took receipts from them. 
N o money passed between us. I also advanced 
various sums of m >ney to each in addition. 
All was charged to their residuary interest. 
As to the amounts left to the orphan asylums 
and other specific legatees, the asylums will 
have to wait till the estate is settled. I took 
the responsibility of advancing the sums to 
the residuary legatees. Am willing to stand 
responsibility. At the time of O’Brien’s 
death 1 think Flood & O’Brien had no Hale 
& Nor cross, Best & Belcher, Sierra Nevada, 
Union, or other mining stocks than those 
named iu the account—Consolidated Vir­ 
ginia, California, Yellow Jacket, Ophir, 
Cherokee and Latrobe. They may have had 
five or ten shares of each. The mining stocks 
named in the account were owned jointly by 
Flood, O’Brien, Mackey &. Fair. The stocks 
sold to Fair July lit, 1878, was turned over 
to him and payment was made by charging 
the amounts to Fair’s account, he having a 
balance in the firm’s hands. Fair bought 
them on his own account. Mackey and I 
had no interest in the sale. I wanted to sell 
my own at the time, and offered it at $50,000 
less. As a surviving partner I do not now 
owe the estate any money. It has all been 
turned over since filing the account. The- 
payment to the executors of $1,000,000 was 
immediately invested in bonds between the 
death of O’Brien and September, 1878. It 
was in the Nevada Bank to the firm’s ac­ 
count. At that time the firm, in all proba­ 
bility, had more than $1,000,000 on hand in 
the Nevada Bank. They seldom had as little 
as that. 
James V. Coleuian, also an executor, here 
explained his former testimony, wherein he 
had stated that the sales to Fair were paid 
by check, and qualified the same to corre- 
spflhd with the testimony of Mr. Flood. 
Adjourned till to-morrow morning. 
The Luke .Merced Couiinivsioii—Tieket 
Nominuted. 
San F rancisco, January 7th.—The Com­ 
missioners to condemn Lake Merced met to­ 
day in executive session. From the most 
trustworthy information attainable from 
members, it appears that five of the Commis­ 
sioners finally agreed to pay $1,500,000, but 
that James 1\. Kelly dissented, refusing to 
award more than $1,150,000. Four of the 
members signed the award, but Commis 
sioner Reynolds, who was exacted to ap­ 
pend his signature, left the room, and the 
Sergeant-at-Arms and others who looked for 
him all around could not find him. The 
award cannot be made unless five members 
agree. Mr. Kelly has prepared a minority 
report.

BERRY’S DEBRIS RESOLUTION. 
Representative Berry has introduced a 
resolution asking for an appropriation of 
$500,000 to clear out the Sacramento and 
Feather rivers. It appears to us that if 
Mr. Page would forego his idea of a mili­ 
tary engineering commission, and help 
Berry in getting this proposition adopted, 
he would effect more practical good than by 
urging his own idea. Such an appropria­ 
tion would l^e extremely useful, and it does 
not require a special engineering commis­ 
sion to demonstrate so much. The data 
available at the present time prove the 
need of clearing out and deepening the 
Sacramento and Feather river?, and that 
work could he undertaken without preju­ 
dice to any more comprehensive and per­ 
manent scheme of relief. We hope the 
entire California delegation will therefore 
unite in pressing Mr. Berry’s proposition 
upon Congress.

Governor Perkins is evidently taking great 
pains to secure suitable appointees.

Sierra Nevada—Open Letter from a Stock­ 
holder. 
V irginia, January 7th. — The following 
open letter is published in an evening paper 
to-night: 
Being a large owner of Sierra Nevada stock, and 
having a right to kn$w, piense inform me ior what 
purpose you have expended the large sum of 
51,200,000 which you have collected in assessments 
since the lst.dav of December, 1878, and what was 
done with the proceeds of about 3,000 tons of ore 
crushed at the Mariposa mill in 1879, which I bclieie 
yielded about $190,000. Giving you credit for money 
paid for the Eureka mill ($125,000), for one-third «if 
the purchase of the Union Consolidated shaft ($366,­ 
666 33g), for one air compressor ($50,000), for one- 
third of the cost of the new machinery now being 
erected on the Union shaft (* 160,666 6<>$)—would 
leave a balance for working expenses of $.u6,000, or 
$54,300 per month for thirteen months, which ap­ 
pears to me a very large sum to pa\ for wood, 
miners and all other incidental expenses. The 
greater par t of the past thirteen months has been 
spent in sinking an iuc.itie from the 2 200- 
foot level to the 2,400-foot level, and making 
connection on the 2,200-foot level between the in­ 
cline and the north shaft, a distance of 600 fee», 
which ought not to require a large number ox 
miners. But assuming that you employed an 
average of 100 men per month, at $4 per day, that 
item would amount to $1,2,000 per month ; and as­

$30,200 
per month, or $392,600 for ex­ 
penses f >r the past thirteen mouths.

Pleas-e inform me for w hit purpose 
you propose to spend the money.

THE SCENE IN THE HOUSE. 
Boston, January 7th. -The Journal'a Augusta 
special says : An immense crowd is in attendance 
at the State House. The rotunda, corridors, com- 
iniltee-rooms and galleries are a perfect jam. 
The members-elect, with certificates and without, 
and the counted-out members, with the contestants, 
were admitted 10 the floor of both branches ; also 
ex-Governors, members of Congress, State officers, 
representatives of the press, etc , until the house 
was full.

Rev. Mr. Hales, of Biddeford, Representative- 
elect, opened the session by prayer. 
Assistant Clerk Gibbs called the certified roll from 
the Secretary of State, asking members to resi>ond 
as tlieir names were called. 
All responded to their names except Snow and 
Voter. ORGANIZATION OF THE SENATE. 
The Governor and Council attended in the Senate 
and administered tlie oath of office. 
The Senate rganized by electing John D. Lawson 
President, A. G. Andrews Secretary, Francis B. 
Green Assistant Secretary, and the other Fusion 
officers nominated in the caucus last night. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE SCENE IN THE 
HOUSE. 
A u g u sta, January 7th.—The largest crowd that 
ever made its way to the State House began to 
move thitherward as early as 8 o’clock this morning. 
The police at the Capitol were without badges, and 
had no appearance of bearing arms. There was a 
perfect jam in the corridors, halls and stairways, 
and it was with great difficulty that those allowed to 
enter the legislative hails pushed their way thither. 
There were very many vacant seats in the House, as 
the Republicans carried out their programme and 
kept away, a few only moving about in the rear of 
the hall. No disturbance whatever occurred. 
At a quarter to 9 Assistant Clerk of the House, 
\V. E. Gibbs, called the roll for the selection of seats. 
The Republicans did qpt respond to their names ; 
neither did the Fusionists who have been reported 
as non-affiliating. 
As a quorum was conceded in the Senate, public 
interest was attracted to the proceedings in the 
House, the galleries of which were crowded. 
IN THE SENATE. 
At 10 o’clock the Senators-eléct were called to or­ 
der by Samuel McLane, Secretary of the last Sen­ 
ate. Prayer was offered by Rev. Samuel Upjohn. 
The roll was called, and all the members, without 
exception, responded to their names. 
. 
Senator Locke, of Cumberland, at oncé gained the 
floor and read a protest from the Republican mem­ 
bers against the Senate proceeding. 
The Secretary refused to entertain the motion, 
and a message was Sent to the Governor and Coun­ 
cil, informing them that the members-elect of the 
$e ate were present for the purpose of being qual­ 
ified.The Governor and Council appeared,and the oaths 
were administered. 
Senator Locke then renewed his motion, but the 
Secretary would not entertain it. 
The election of Pres dent of the Senate then be­ 
gan, the Repub icans refusing to serve on commit­ 
tees or participate in the election of officers. 
The Senate elected James D. Larapson President. 
A protest was put in by the Republican members 
that the election was not accomplished by legalh 
elected members. 
WITHOUT PRECEDENT IN NEW ENGLAND. 
Boston’, January 7th.—An Augusta special to the 
Herald says; The scene in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives tliis forenoon was simply disgraceful. 
Hale was a gentleman, and acted like one, and lie 
must have been ashamed of his company. The re­ 
peating <»f the oath by the Governor was drowned 
by the hissed and groans of the mob. The Fusioi ists 
put things through regardless of parliamentary law. 
The scene was without precedent in New England. 
The Fusionists must now stick, and the Republicans 
go to the Supreme Court. It was impossible to pre­ 
serve order in the House, and a row would have re­ 
sulted if an attempt to expel the disorderly had 
been made. 
CHARGES OF BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION. 
A ug u sta, January 7th.—The following affidavits 
are self-explanatory: 
I, Thomas B. Swan of Minot, hereby on oath make 
the following affidavit: On the evening of the 5th 
of January 1 was informed by a reliable person that 
he had been offered $1,000 by some one—an agent 
of the Republican party—to resign his position as 
Representative to the Legislature of Maine and not 
to act with the Greenback or Democratic party. 1 
therefore consulted with leading members of the 
Greenback party, and informed them that I would 
have it hinted to said agent that much could he 
effected with money, and if I was offered $1,000 I 
would take it and sign the papers that they should 
request, and then expose their plans to defeat the 
will of the people bv bribery. The party whom 
they endeavored to bribe on the evening of tlie 5th 
informed said agent that 1 could he purchased. At

1 was re­ 
quired to copy in my own hand the papers which 
they had prepared, before I came to said Court 
house, for my signature. I now have the $1,000 in 
my possession, and have shown it to several parties.

W ashington, January 7th.—Following h 
thé full text of the joint resolution, recently 
foreshadowed in these dispatches as being in 
course of preparation by Congressman Page, 
and which was introduced by him* in the 
House of Representatives to-day, for the ap­ 
pointment of a commission to envestigate the 
debris question in the State of California : 
Whereas, There is a large amount of valuable 
mineral lands in the State of California belonging to 
the United States which have been declared by law 
to be open to exploration, development and pur­ 
chase by the citizens thereof, and much of t-aiu 
lands will he rendered valueless if hydraulic mining 
from any cause is prohibited or interrupted on said 
lands ; whereas, the gold productions of the State 
of California from developed mines are large (ap­ 
proximating annually $22,U*X),000), and nearly equal 
the cereal productions of said State, and are im­ 
portant not only to the State of California, but the 
country generally; and whereas, the practical 
workings of the mines m numerous cases have re­ 
sulted in depositing the debris thereof upon the 
valuable agricultural lands along many of the min­ 
ing streams of said SUite, rendering said lands 
worthless for agricultural purposes, and vexatious 
and expensive litigation has ensued between the 
mine-owners and land-owners whose property has 
lieen injuriously affected by the mining ojierations 
near them; now therefore, in the interest of the 
people of the State of California, and for the protec­ 
tion of its navigable rivers and the mining indus­ 
tries thereof, 
Resolved by the House of Representatives of the 
United ¿states, the Senate concurring, in Congress 
assembled, That a Commission is hereby created, to 
be known as the Commission on Mines and Mining, 
to be composed of five members, three to be desig­ 
nated by the Secretary of War from officers of the 
Corps of Engineers, United States Army, one of 
whom at least shall have served and resided within 
tlie State of California, and two to be designated bv 
the Secretary of the Treasury from the officers <if 
the Coast Survey, and that said Commission, as 
early as practicable, shall institute such scientific 
and practical e ami nation into ihe system and 
operations of hydr ulic ana other kinds of mining, 
iu their relations to the navigable waters of Califor­ 
nia and the agricultural lands adjacent to the 
«streams receiving the deposits of said mines, as 
may be considered necessary by said Commission, 
for the discovery of some practicable and feasible 
method for the protection of the navigation of the 
rivers aforesaid and the lands otherwise injuriously 
affected by the mining operations of the State, and 
that said Commission shall refiort the result of their 
examination, together with such plans of relief, 
specifications and estimates iu connection therewith’ 
as soon as practicable, to the Secretary of War, who 
shall transmit the same to Congress w ithout delay, 
for such legislation as may be neetssary in the 
premises, and that the sum of 
thousand dol­ 
lars, or so much thereof as mav he necessary, is 
hereby appropriated for meeting the expenses tiiat 
may he incurred in carrying into effect the objects 
pro\ided for herein.

P e l’b lo (Col.), January 7th.—The twelve 
Ute Indians, in charge of Lieutenant Tay­ 
lor, of the Ninth Cavalry, with ten men, 
arrived here to-day and went east immediate­ 
ly on the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
road. They had ordered dinnerat the Union 
Depot Hotel, but seeing so large a crowd of 
pale faces destroyed their appetite, and they 
went aboard the train at once and left with­ 
out eating. Between 2,000 and 3,000 peoph- 
were at the depot to see the savages. “ Hang 
the red devils!” “Shoot the murdering fiends!” 
and like expressions were frequently heard 
from portion of the crowd, and they were 
pelted with stone coai by some boys who had 
taken a position on a coal train on a side 
track. The Indians were terror-stricken and 
completely cowed. A move was on foot in 
the morning to organize 500 men and lynch 
tlie savages, but cooler counsel prevailed, and 
the citizens determiueu to let the Indians 
pass without injury. Had there been any 
injudicious action taken by the troops or In­ 
dians, no power could have restrained the 
mob from lynching them. Had Douglass or 
any of the Indians engaged in murdering and 
outraging the Meeker family been aboard 
nothing conld have saved them. A Chief tain 
reporter interviewed Lieutenant Taylor, who 
expressed himself determined to protect the 
Indians at all hazards should the mob at­ 
tempt to seize them. The troops will escort 
the Indians to Lakin, on the east line of Col­ 
orado. If the people of other parts of the 
State feel as hostile as at Due Wo the Utes 
must go in the Bpring. The people here 
unanimously indorse Belford's Indian policy. 
Orville Grain Explains. 
Chicago, January 7th.— Orville Grant 
to-day said to an interviewer that the story 
about his having induced a Californian to 
send him a horse, and when it arrived refused 
to purchase it, was false. He said : “ That 
is all nonsense. I left that mare in Califor­ 
nia with General Burns a year and a half 
ago, because he said he wanted her, and 1 
wrote to him requesting that he should send 
her back, which he did to the care of the De­ 
partment Quartermaster, and she was then 
sent Jo the Government stahles ; but I took 
her away from there for fear there would be 
some talk about it. The colored man who 
brought her here was robbed in Cheyenne, 
and that was the whole basis for the assertion 
that he was starving because of my failure 
to keep faith.” He further said that he be­ 
lieved his brother would have to aecept the 
Presidential nomination Next to his brother, 
Blaine stood the best chance. 
Uruvy Business En i In re. 
D etro it, January 7th.—The store of Jas. 
Stewart & Co., extensive wholesale dealers in 
lumbeimen’s supplies, salt and shingles, at 
East Saginaw, doing a business of $(>00,01)0 
annually, was closed by the Sheriff to-day 
under an attachment at the instance of De­ 
troit creditors. Mr. Stewart is absent iu 
Chicago. The total amount involved is not 
known, but is roughly estimated at §200,000. 
The assets consist of several million shingles, 
stock in store, a few thousand barrels of salt, 
and outstanding accounts, the value of which 
it is impossible to estimate at present. The 
cause of the failure is attributed to unlucky 
speculations in Chicago options and losses on 
salt contracts.

Polygamy Society of Ctah, an organized as­ 
sociation of ladies, desigued to aid iu the 
suppression of polygamy, have sent here for 
presentation to the House of Representatives 
a memorial asking the expulsion of Cannon, 
the Delegate from Utah. It gives the num­ 
ber of his wives as four, their names and the 
number of children each has, the aggre­ 
gate living about twenty. A Mrs. Cook, 
formerly a Mormon, leads as President of the 
Society, and Mrs. Chialett, a former member 
of the’Chnrch, is .Secretary.

ORDER OF PROCESSION. 


A Hairs in llayti and Venezuela. 
H avana, January 7ih.—Advices from 
Port-au-Prince, Hayti, are to the 27th ultimo. 
The Cuban ex-chíef Maceo incited other Cu­ 
ban emigrants living at Port-au-Prince to a 
hostile demonstration against the Spanish 
Consulate anil the Spanish war steamers in 
port. For this purpose Maceo spread a ru­ 
mor of his assassination by a Spaniard. The 
populace became excited and attacked the 
Consulate. President Salomon mane every 
effort to disperse the mob. The police found 
Maceo hidden in a private house. Tlie mob 
then dispersed. Owing to the hostile atti­ 
tude of the Spanish war steamers, the Presi- 
dert gave the Consul every satisfaction, 
promising to banish from the Republic all 
Cubans not registered at the Spanish Con­ 
sulate, and offering to deliver up Maceo and 
his brother; but it is supposeo that they have 
already escaped. 
Dr. Oabor Naphegyi, an American citizen, 
who also received an extensive concession 
from the Government of Venezuela, was in­ 
sulted, together with the American Consul of 
Laguira, by the authorities in Barcelona. 
They both sailed for St. Thomas in an Ameri­ 
can schooner. It is reported that before they 
left an attempt was made to take them forci­ 
bly from the schooner. Owing to such events 
the Republic continued to.be agitated. 
The steamship Pico is a total wreck near 
Maricaibo. Her passengers and crew were 
saved. 
Tlie Code Huello in Italy. 
Rome, January 7th. — Signor Imbriani, 
Vice-President of the Italia Irridente Com­ 
mittee, has challenged Menotti Garibaldi on 
account of a letter in a Roman newspaper of 
the 4th inst., in which Menotti denied the as­ 
sertion of a pamphlet of Imbriani to the ef­ 
fect that the Ministry were in secret sympa­ 
thy with the Italia Irridente, and had acted 
from politic motives in seizing the flag dis­ 
played at the funeral of General Avezzana. 
Other duels growing out of this matter are 
pending. 
Germany's Military. 
LONDON, January 7th.—The Augsburg 
Allpcmeiuc Zeitung of the 5th contains an 
article on Germany’s eastern and Russia’s 
w’estern line of defense, which concludes as 
follows: 44The German army requires but 
nine days for mobilization and for transport 
to the eastern frontier. It would have at its 
disposal the Koenigsberg and Eydekuhnen, 
Koenigsberg and Xyk, Lantzic and Goldan, 
Dantzic and Thorn, Berlin and Lemberg, 
Berlin, Posen Inowraclaw, Breslau, and with 
the Elmsbruck, Breslau and Myalowitz, and 
Dresden, Liequitz Neisse and Myslowitz 
railways. Thus the German armies would 
appear on the Polish frontier and be able to 
cross it sooner than the- enemy.”

AN ARMISTICE. 


The Street Railway Company Pays Its 
Assessments and Resumes Busi- , 
ness—A New Line Proposed. 


As foreshadowed in the R ecord-U nion re­ 
port of yesterday morning, the C*ty Railroad 
Company yesterday paid the am ount due the 
city for improvements along their line on 
Second street, between J and K , amounting 
to the sum of §1,049. 
U pon payment of this 
claim on the part of the company, the Board 
of City Trustees accepted the construction of 
the road on Second street, conditioned upon 
the necessary repairs along the track upon 
that street being immediately made, and 
soon after noon the cars on the H-street 
line were running upon their regular time 
(«tween Tw entieth street and the depot. 
W ith this settlem ent it is understood that 
the Board of Trustees also withdrew further 
requirements from the railroad company with 
relation to making repairs on F ront street, 
as the manner in which th at street was left 
by removal of the track is not of such nature 
as to be objectionable to the holders of prop­ 
erty abutting upon it. 
As an evident attem pt at compromise and 
to allay the excited feeling of the subscribers 
to the O-street line, and of the people gener­ 
ally throughout the city, by reason of the re­ 
cent dark-lantern manifestations connected 
with the attem pted “ carrying away ” of a 
portion of th at road, built by subscription 
along its line, the company intim ates its in- 
teution to maiutain the O street line as far 
west as Sixth street, aud construct a new line 
from O aloDg Sixth to K. street. 
\V hether 
this will be regarded by the O-street subscrib­ 
ers as a satisfactory compliance of the con­ 
tract upon which the road was built remains 
to be seen. 
The work of constructing the new connect­ 
ing line from K to O street, along Tenth, 
which was commenced on M onday and post­ 
poned yesterday, has not yet been resumed. 
The official notification of Street Commis­ 
sioner Knox on the 5th instant to the R ail­ 
road Company, th at neither he nor the 
Trustees of the city will approve any of the 
work of construction of the cemetery line 
unless built iu strict compliance with the 
ordinance authorizing the same, and also 
that said road will not be perm itted to cross 
R street on a level with the trdck of the 
Sacramento and Rlacerville Railroad, thus 
requiring tunneling under that road, seems 
to have been the cause of this immediate ces­ 
sation of work. 
I t will be remembered th at when another 
company, last summer, sought to obtain a 
franchise to build a street railway to the cem­ 
etery and proposed to guarantee its speedy 
construction and to establish the fare at a re­ 
duced rate, the present company came forward, 
and with loud promises for quick construction, 
obtained an exclusive franchise to the pro­ 
posed line. 
As it was a notorious fact that 
this company had utterly failed to keep the 
streets in suitable repair'along the track, as 
required by its charter, and because of its 
negligence and bad conduct in this regard, 
its track in places was dangerous for teams 
and vehicles, and serious accidents occurred 
thereby, the people were surprised, and ex­ 
pressed no little censure upon the Board of 
Trustees for granting a new and exclusive 
franchise for another im portant line to this 
company. 
The recent action of the Board of 
Trustees, requiring that construction and re­ 
pairs of the railroad lines be done in ac­ 
cordance with the requirements of its charter, 
meets with unanimous and unqualified ap­ 
proval.

S u ic id e .—Y esterday morning at an early 
hour T. Charles Benteen, a painter well 
known in this city, died at liis residence on 
O street, between Tw elfth and Thirteenth, 
from the effects of a dose of laudanum. 
He 
had been somewhat despondent for some 
time, and when troubled with nervousness 
occasionally used laudanum to produce sleep. 
A brief memorandum, however, was found 
in his pocket in regard to his property, which 
indicates a suicidal intent. 
On Tuesday 
morning he came down from Folsom, and 
was walking about the city the most of the 
day. and went home at about 12 o’clock at 
night, and though he had been drinking 
slightly, is said not to have been under the 
influence of liquor. 
H is wife was absent at 
an Odd Fellows’ banquet, and returned home 
about half-past 1 o’clock, accompanied by H. 
<). W hite. 
Ou entering the house they found 
deceased apparently asleep on a lounge and 
advanced to rouse him, but finding th at he 
was in a stupor and that they could not 
awake him, a physician was summoned. 
Despite all efforts, however, Benteen did not 
recover consciousness, and died about day­ 
light. 
H e leaves a wife and three children, 
and was a native of Virginia, aged 42 years. 
A post mortem examination of the body has 
been considered unnecessary, but Coroner 
V erm ilya will bold an inquest on the :e nnins 
this afternoon. 
Deceased a few years since 
acquired considerable prominence in local 
politics, and was a t one time a Republican 
candidate for the Assembly from Sacramento 
county. 
A t the time of his death he was a 
member of E l Dorado Lodge, No. 8, I. O. O. 
F., and the Odd Fellows’ M utual Aid Soci­ 
ety, under the auspices of which organization 
his funeral will take place.

■THREE READINGS.” 


It Is Held that a Full Reading Upon Final 
Faesage of a Bill Is Sufficient 


The Judiciary Committee of the Assembly 
m et last evening, Assemblyman Charles N. 
Fox presiding. 
The Chair called up the m at­ 
ter relating to recent debate upon the ques­ 
tion whether every bill m ust be read a t 
length on three several .days before final 
passage. 
He presented tlie draft of an opin­ 
ion, which, with bu t a moment’s discussion, 
was unanimously adopted as the report of the 
committee. 
The report is as follows, after 
due words of introduction : 
T he provision-of th e C onstitu tio n on th e su b ject 
is found in A rticle IV ., as follows : 
“ sectio n 15. 
No law shall be passed ex cep t by bill. 
N or shall 
any bill be put u p o 1 its final passag eu n til th e sam e, 
w ith th e am endm ents th ereto , shall have been 
prin ted for th e use of the m e m b ers; tior shall any 
bill becom e a law unless th e sam e be read on th re e 
several days In each h ouse : unless, in case of g reat 
urgency, tw o-thirds of th e house w here such bill 
m ay be pending shall, by a vote of yeas and uays, 
dispense w ith ib is provision. A ny bill m ay o riginate 
iu e ith e r house, b u t m ay be am euded o r rejected by 
th e o th er, and 011 th e final |iassage of all bills th ey 
shall he read a t len g th , and th e vole shall be by 
yeas and nays upon each bill separately, and shall 
be en tered 011 th e jo u r n a l; and no hill shall becom e 
a law w ith o u t th e concurrence of a m ajo rity of the 
m em bers elected to each house.” 
It Is a long and well established ru le of judicial 
decision th a t w ords m u st he tak en iu th e ir com m on 
acceptation w hen n o t used in a technical sense. 
T his has m any tim es been held by o u r ab lest ju rists 
w hen th e language of constitu tio n s, was th e su bject 
of consideration and co nstruction. 
Tite converse of 
th e pro|»oeltion is equally well established, th at 
words, w here used in a technical sense, arc to be 
co nstrued according to th e ir technical m eaning, 110 
m a tte r w h at m ay be th e ir com m on acceptation. 
It 
is also well established th a t in co n stru in g th e provi- 
sinus of a C o n stitu tio n th e te rm s used are to be con­ 
stru ed iu th e light of and in th e sense ¡11 w hich the 
sam e term s w ere used and understood before and at 
tlie tim e of th e adoption of th e C onstitution. 
Long before tlie adoption of tlie C u n sy lu tio n of 
th is or any n th e r S tate in th is n atio n tlie rule re ­ 
q u irin g th re e readings of a bill, o r th a t a bill 
should he read th ree several tim es before ils passage, 
had com e to have a w ell defined uud u n iv e r­ 
sally accepted technical p arliam en tary m eaning, and 
o u r C o n stitution was adopted in tlie lig h t of th a t 
und erstan d in g . 
Tlie ru le was established before the 
a rt of p rin tin g w as invented, or at least before it 
was generally practiced, anil th e n req u ired th ree 
readings a t len g th , as being th e ouly m eans by 
which th e m em bers of P arliam en t could be inform ed 
as to th e su b ject-m atter and th e form of tlie p ro ­ 
posed law. 
But afte r p rin tin g cam e into general 
practice, legislators eaine to rely upon th e ir own 
reading, and n ot upon th a t of th e C lerk, an d tlie 
“ th re e readings ” cam e to b e m erely nom inal, m ark ­ 
ing th e stages of progress in th e passage of th e hill, 
th e C lerk confining him self to m erely reading th e 
title an d th e first few w ords. 
T his has been th e accepted in terp reta tio n of th e 
te rm , an d th e practice u n d er it for m ore th an one 
hun d red years. 
In th e lig h t of th is in terp reta tio n 
and practice o u r C onstitution 
was form ed and 
adopted. 
It 
w ould 
do 
violence 
to 
every 
rule of constru ctio n th a t has been established by 
th e C ourts of th e laud, to hold th a t a provision 
w hich req u ired th a t a bill seould be read th ree 
tim es before it was passed (a provision found in a 
m ajo rity of o u r S tate C o n stitu tio n s) req u ired th a t 
each reading sh o u ld be a t len g th , unless so e x ­ 
pressly stated . 
T he fact th a t it m u st be read 011 
th re e several days does n o t change th e m ode of 
reading, b u t sim ply p ro h ib its th e th re e readings, or 
any tw o of them , being 011 one d’ay, ex cep t iu case 
of urgency, w h en th e provision m a y b e dis;>ensed 
w ith. 
P rio r to tlie adoption of th e p resen t C o n stitution 
.th e re was no provision in th e fundam ental law on 
The su b ject of e ith er th e reading o r p rin tin g of 
bills, and y e t th e L egislature has acted u n d er 
th e 
rule 
req u irin g 
th re e 
read in g s ” 
of 
a 
bill 
before 
it w as 
passed. 
U nder 
th e 
prac 
tice, how ever, it has n o t u n freq u en tly happened 
th a t bills, som e of w hich w ere n ev er p rin ted , have 
never been read a t len g th : th e title sim ply being 
read, and th e house accepting th e statem e n t of the 
au th o r as to th e ch aracter and scope of th e bill. 
A t 
o th e r tim es, w hen a bill was read a t len g th on th e 
second reading, an d passed to engrossm ent, it was 
n ot read after engrossm ent, on its final passage. 
U nder th e first of tiiese practices bills have been 
l>assed w hich, w hen they cam e to be published as 
laws of th e S tate, have been found to contain p ro ­ 
visions very different from those w hich tlie m em ­ 
bers supposed w ere in th e m w hen passed ; an d u n ­ 
d er th e second it lias been charged th a t w ords have 
been su rrep titio u sly in serted in to bills to w hich th e 
house had n o t agreed. 
It was to p rev en t these evils 
th a t th e fram ers of th e C o n stitu tio n wisely provided 
th a t 110 hill can tie passed u n til it has been prin ted 
fo r tlie use of th e m em bers, and 
th a t 
every 
hill spall be read a t length on its final pas-age. 
But 
it has n ot eom ia-lled e ith er house to cause th e hill 
to be read at leu g th ou any o th e r occasion. T h is is 
also a p p a re n t from th e ap plication of th e fam iliar 
rule th a t th e expression of th e one excludes tlie 
o th er. 
The te rm “ th ree read in g s” hav in g a w ell-known 
p arliam en tary m eaning, w hich did n o t of itself re­ 
q u ire an y read in g a t len g th , w hen th e fram ers of 
tiie C onstitu tio n req u ired th a t every bill should 
have “ th re e read in g s,” and in express te rm s re ­ 
q u ited th a t one of th o se “ read in g s” should be “ at 
len g th ,” th ey fairly excluded th e idea of com pelling 
e ith e r of th e o th e rs to be of th e sam e ch aracter, and 
left th e o th er readings to he according to p arlia­ 
m en tary m ean in g and practice. 
Y our com m ittee are therefo re of opinion th a t th e 
C o n stitution req u ires th a t every bill shall be read at 
len g th upon its final passage in each house, b u t 
th a t n eith er house is req u ired to have it read at 
len g th at any o th e r stage of its progress. 
It m aj 
d o so a t its p leasure, h u t is n o t com pelled to do so. 


T H E 
D E B R IS 
Q U E ST IO N . 


E ds. R ecord-U nion : A few days since an 
article appeared in your paper on the debris 
question, in which the w riter after compli­ 
menting your paper upon tlie position it had 
heretofore taken, undertakes to say th at the 
citizens of Marysville disagree with you as to 
the necessity of legislation onathis question, 
and evidently intend to oppose any plan 
proposed for the final settlem ent of the ques­ 
tion, except through the slow process of the 
law. 
The article referred to purports to be 
w ritten by a citizen of M arysville and a 
“ Granger.” 
I have conversed with a num ­ 
ber of citizens of this place and the adjacent 
country, and all concur in the opinion that 
tlie article was writteu by one of tlie attor­ 
neys, who has no interest whatever in the 
m atter, except a contingent fee—and prob­ 
ably a hope for a larger one in other cases— 
and 
they 
disagree with 
the 
w riter in 
the 
position 
he 
takes—all 
uniting in 
the opinion th at it is very desirable th at 
immediate action should he taken by the in­ 
coming Legislature, and th at a vigorous and 
united effort should be made by all parties 
interested to ascertain if there are not some 
means for the settlem ent of the vexed ques­ 
tion that are more speedy and effectual than 
th at to be obtained by litigation, and where 
both mining and agricultural interests can he 
protected and preserved. 
The facts are that 
our little city has been crowded rather further 
into litigation than was originally intended, 
and this, too, has been done through the per­ 
sistency of her attorneys. 
There was origin 
ally a pretty unanimous sentim ent iu favor of 
commencing suit against tlie miners, with a 
view to place the m atter fair!} before the 
public, and to bring the parties interested to 
some basis of settlement, and, failing to 
bring about an equitable adjustm ent, then to 
determine their rights through the Courts, 
when the miners so promptly responded anil 
offered at least partial restitution by pro]Kis- 
inp to contribute §30,000 or §49,090 to assist 
in building our levees, and with an avowal 
that it was their wish and desire th at legisla­ 
tion should he had that would compel every 
miner to contribute to the taking care of tail­ 
ings, and to bear their proportion of the ex­ 
pense of any plan th at would fully protect 
the farming interests, as well as those < f our 
city. 
I t was then th at public sentiment 
changed, and a very large proportion of the 
citizens of this place were in favor of accept­ 
ing the contribution, aud favored postponing 
further action at law until after the Legisla­ 
ture had convened. 
B ut this proposed assist­ 
ance by the miners was characterized as 
bribery, and all those who favored its accept­ 
ance were accused of a willingness to “ sell 
out, aud the attorneys were loud in their 
declaration th at this was a trick on the part 
of the miners to pet us to prejudice our case 
before the Courts, asserting th at if we ac­ 
cepted it it would prove fatal to our canse. 
U nder this pressure one Alderman consented 
th at suit should be commenced in the name 
of the city, and th at 
the 
case should 
be handed over to the management of a com­ 
mittee, they (the committee) giving bonds 
th at the city should be held harmless from 
any large r amount of cost than a §500 fee, 
and so the suit was commenced, and we have 
tlie precedent te t of a city • f 5,000 inhabit­ 
ants engaged in a lawsuit where millions of 
dollars are involved, and where shé may he 
mulcted in large damages in the event the 
injunction is not sustained, and where she has 
neither the right nor privilege to manage toe 
suit, but has to trust to a committee which is 
composed largely of non-residents, or. in fact, 
you might say, the attorneys and the com­ 
mittee. 
I feel I can safely say th at there i» 
no disposition op the part of the citizens of 
this place to oppose 
ny means looking to a 
final settlem ent of all the differences between 
them and the miners, and there i» no desire 
on their part to have hydraulic 
mining 
stopped, provided a plan can be adopted that 
will ..ecure the valley against farther logs by 
reason oí the flow of tailings ; aud fuither. 
they are all desirous th at such a plan should 
be found, and that the good feeling formerly 
existing between the mountain residents and 
themselves should ha continued, and we are 
willing to declare th at we have taken no 
action in the m atter, ex ept as we believed 
in self-dpfense. T u at the ci-e has taken nn 
unfortunate turn we are willing to admit. 
W e did not understand your papir to have 
any plan, hut th at you suggest, d th at it wag 
the duty of the Legislature to provide for the 
adoptii □ of such measures as would preserve 
both m ining and agricultural interests, and 
to empower some ore to execute such plan 
when adopted. In thjs we will most heartily 
co-operate with you. 
The miners have been 
an d aré still our custom ers; we do not de­ 
sire to injure them except in self-defense, 
and if they, or the Legislature, can point 
ont any remedy, the citizen* of Marysville 
will be the first to accept it.
